‘History of Bungling | 


The conditions of which local applicants 
for the post of fire chief complain, with 
much justice, and which make them re- 
luctant to take the examinations set for 
them, do not arise from any immediate 
crisis but from a long history of fire de- 
partment bungling that goes back at least 


22 years. 


It is right and just that firemen in the 
ranks should hope for promotion within the 
force to which they belong. They are mani- 
festly entitled to an opportunity to so im- 
prove themselves that they may rise to 


the chief’s post. 


This undeniable principle was clearly 
in the mind of the civic administration 
when it ruled that applicants for the chief- 
ship within the force should have prefer- 
ence over applicants from outside. 

But this gesture is completely empty 
because the applicants themselves feel they 
have not been adequately prepared. 

In their initial refusal to take the ex- 
aminations, they wrote to the mayor and 
council pointing out that the promised six 
weeks study period, prior to the examina- 
tion, has not been given to them and that 
earlier requests for instruction have been 


turned, down. 


Thus, in talking about a preference to 
local applicants, the civic administration 
has been reprehensibly inconsistent. 

lt has offered to give them a prefer- 
ence, But it has offered no facilities to en- 
able them to successfully compete with 


men trained elsewhere. 


This inconsistency is no new thing. 
It has existed since October 15, 192

Thus, for 22 years the Edmonton civic 
administration has refused or neglected to 
afford Edmonton firemen the opportunity 
for training that would enable them to 
take leadership in the fire department. 

Such a lengthy history of departmental 
bungling is almost incredible. 

How the mayors and councils and com- 
missioners ever expected that the depart- 
ment would rise to the needs of a great 
city, under these circumstances, is beyond 
human comprehension, 

And this is the situation which has 
been created today: 

Edmonton cannot afford to have a fire 
chief inadequately trained. 

At the same time, Edmonton cannot 
afford to perpetuate rank injustice to the 
men in the fire department. 

The present suggestion of these men 
should have full consideration when they 
ask that Chief Ferguson remain as head 
of the department until his retirement 
three years hence and that in the mean- 
time firemen be given a chance to improve 
themselves with full courses of instruction. 

No fire department, with the best chief 
in the world, is going to function well if 
its feelings rankle with an obvious sense

ing the stock on the Reserve, 
With them lived an aged woman 
who ‘had nowhere to go’ and 
this family literally shared their 
‘home’ and ‘crust of bread’ with 
her. How can Mr. Abbott and the 
Board be so callous about such 
things? As if the rations they 
get—deficient in vitamins—and 
$8.00 a month in cash were 
enought! Why doesn’t Mr. Abbott 
come and see for himself 

The fiends of the Indians 
work towards getting the Treaty 
Indian back ‘on his own feet',—to 
help him to help himself. It is 
hoped that important changes 
will come through the Indian De- 
partment’s policy of building Day 
Schools, and through them giv- 
ing the children better education 
as well as making contacts with 
the parents.

Town Planning 


Requires Backing 


With all the pressure being put 
on the Edmonton town planner, 
it is essential that he receive 
some backing from the general 
public, There are things with 
which we may not agree. No mat- 
ter what plans are made, some 
person or group of persons are 
going to suffer damage or in- 
convenience. 

But the fact which must be 
kept squarely in mind is that if 
Edmonton continues to develop 
in the haphazard way it has in 
the past, it is eventually going to 
cost the taxpayers millions of 
dollars to undo mistakes which 
could be prevented right now. 

The question of deliveries to 
business houses has been men- 
tioned before. There is no escap- 
ing the fact that unless we want 
streets to become impassable, it 
must be insisted that off-street 
delivery areas be established by 
each commercial building and it 
should follow that the only ex- 
ceptions should be cases where 
no deliveries are to be permitted. 

This applies both to streets 
and lanes, because some Edmon- 
ton lanes are disgracefully clut- 
tered up with trucks and cars 
trying to make deliveries and 
locking up other premises while 
doing so. 


Apartment 
Buildings, Too 

It has been said that public 
buildings must provide adequate 
off-street parking facilities. That 
should apply equally to apart- 
ment buildings, There is no rea- 
son why tenants of apartment 
buildings should be forced to use 
the streets for parking. 

Still another aspect is some 
degree of protection for those 
areas where parking is provided 
for occupants, It is becoming an 
increasing nuisance to _ find 
people invading private parking 
areas-and leaving vehicles to ob- 
struct those who are providing 
themselves with off-street park- 


ing.
